Washington, D. C., Aug. 14.—Dis- 


regarding a telegraphic request from 
President Taft for a contrary course, 
the senate committee on foreign rela- 
tions 
Saturday 
agreed 
upon 
an 


amendment to the British and French 
arbitration treaties, eliminating tho 
provision conferring special powers 
on the proposed joint high commis- 
sion. 


In this form the treaties were re- 


ported to the senate and the presi- 
dent's wishes that action be post- 
poned until next December were set 
at naught. 


The senate 
almost 
immediately 


gave two hours to consideration of 
the treaties during which the danger 
of old world dominance on any joint 
high commission was discussed. 


Incidentally there was considera- 


ble talk about a criticism upon the 
senate contained in "The American 
Commonwealth" written by Ambas- 
sador Bryce long before 
he 
ever 


thought of coming 
to this country 
on a diplomatic mission.

It was admitted here tonight that 


if the senate insisted upon putting 
through the treaty in modified form, 
a re-opening of negotiations with 
Great Britain and France would prob- 
ably be necessary.

proper operation of the agreement.

derstand that he would not yield 
without a severe 
struggle, and his 


friends express doubt whether he 
would not prefer the failure of the 
treaties rather than ratification of 
it with the paragraph eliminated. The

were killed and 30 or more injured 
when the Pennsylvania 18-hour train, 
en route from Chicago to New York, 
jumped the track on the western out- 
skirts of the city at 6:30 Sunday eve- 
ning while going at the rate of 50 
miles an hour. In leaving the rails the 
two engines 
pulling the 
passenger 


train sideswiped a freight train and 
the three engi'* s piled up in a mass 
of bent and twisted iron. 


The baggage car, smoker, buffet and 


two sleepers turned over in the ditch. 
Most of the injured were seated in the 
diner and smoker when the accident 
occurred. 


The injured are now in the hos- 


pitals and hotels and it is believed 
that at least four or five will die. 


The police department, the fire de- 


partment and every ambulance in the 
city were called to the scene of the 
accident and the injured were soon 
taken to the hospitals.

doctors were on the scene within a half 
hour of the time the trains came to- 
gether, and within a short time thous- 
ands of persons had collected about 
the wreck.

About the time President Taft sent to 
the senate the arbitration treaties, 
which are intended to settle all dis- 
putes without war, work began on the 
forts that are to be envted at an enor- 
mous expense at the entrances to the 
Panama canal. 


President Tnft might have given as- 


surance that the arbitration treaties 
will be effective by taking steps to- 
wurd disarmament and stopping the 
erection of fortifications. 
One of the 


main contentions against arbitration 
as proposed In the treaties is that no 
steps are tuken to save enormous ex- 
penditures for military and naval pur 
puses by the nations which are par- 
ties to the agreements.

Guile of the Drongo Cuckoo. 


The drongo shrike is n bird of png- 


naclous disposition, especially at the 
nesting season, when it guards its nest 
with, for a small bird, great ferocity. 
Douglas Dewar. from whom this ac- 
count Is taken, says that he has watch- 
ed a pair of these little birds attack 
and drive away a monkey which tried 
to climb into the tree In which their 
nest was placed. Indeed, so able a 
fighter la the shrike that some other 
birds, notably orioles and doves, fre- 
quently build their nests in the same 
tree In order to share the benefit of his 
prowess. The drongo cuckoo lays its 
eggs in the nests of such birds as the 
king crow. 
These are pugnacious, 


even ferocious, and without some guile 
a cnckoo could not accomplish this 
feat But the drongo cuckoo Is so like 
the drongo shrike, even having the 
same odd twist to Its tail feathers, that 
the king crow Is deceived by the re- 
Semblance and hesitates to give fight 
to what she takes to be one of the pug- 
nacious shrikes.—New York World.

The world does well to keep up a 


cheerful, outward demeanor—to "drive 
dull care nway" to the best of Its abil- 
ity. Nevertheless, there Is great force 
and weight to St Paul's words to the 
effect 
that "the 
whole creation Is 


•groaning and travailing In pain togeth 
er, waiting" for Messiah's Kingdom 
and its long-promised blessings to lift 
the curse of sin and death and to re- 
store to mankind the smile of the Fa- 
ther's favor. Reason though they may 
that there is no personal God—that 
there Is merely a blind god of nature. 
an evolutionary force, etc., neverthe 
less, deep down In the heart, men be- 
lieve that there is a Ood. Almost un- 
consciously the mind attributes to Him 
Wisdom. Justice and Power—but little 
of Love or sympathy with humanity 
and its frailties. 


This very Intuitive knowledge of 


God is closely associated with many 
human troubles. As the root of near- 
ly every trouble, perhaps deep below 
the surface, is sin—disobedience to 
recognized principles of righteousness, 
nnd a fearful looking for of retribu- 
tion, and uncertainty ns to what it 
•will mean. This is true, not only of 
many Christians, but frequently true 
also of others who have made no pro- 
fession, who hnve taken upon them 
no solemn vows of obedience. 


This troubled heart condition does 


not always show upon the surface. 
Sometimes the troubled heart Is in the 
theatre to try to forget its troubles. 
Sometimes its owner is immersed In 
einful pleasure-seeking, in endeavor to 
drown some haunting grief. 
Some- 


times relief is sought through Intoxi- 
cating liquors or narcotics; sometimes 
In suicide. 
Sometimes the troubled 


one is on the stage. One cannot sure- 
ly know that the merry In ugh and witty 
Joke and cheery song do not come from 
a troubled heart. 
We^are sure that 


they do, in many instances, for fre- 
quently those who have been indulg- 
ing in merriment have committed sui- 
cide a few minutes thereafter, leaving 
messages thnt their hearts had been 
severely burdened, while outwardly 
cheerful. 


"We ha've much sympathy with these 


sorrow-laden hearts. 
As a race we 


are walking through "the valley 'of 
the shadow of death."'^a.v by day. 
On every hand we hnve reminders of 
this—grief, disappointment, hendaohe, 
heartache, etc. 
If we are measurably 


free from pain ourselves, yet have 
sympathy, we are pained In the Inter- 
est of others. 
If none of our own 


dear ones hns recently died, the great 
Enemy. Death, has laid hold upon the 
home of :i neighbor, a brother, and he 
Is bercnvi'd and n rellpx shadow falls 
upon our hearts; and further, the 
thought comes th.it our home may be 
Invndcd by tho great Enemy which has 
already swallowed up twenty thou- 
sand millions of our race—and that by 
Divine permission, because we are sin- 
ners-and 
because sinners are un- 


worthy of everlasting life. 


The- Fear of tho Lord. 


In onr troubles we. sooner or Inter, 


realize thp lack of human sympathy 
or, at least, its Impotcnoy. 
Peeling 


our helplessness, we instinctively look 
to our Creator. In tho hour of trouble 
remarkably few doubt the existence of 
God. 
As Jesus snld. "Ye believe in 


God " But as we look to the Almlghtv 
for protection and consider Divine 
Justice and realize our own weakness- 
es and shortcomings, the heart of man 
fails. 
How could ho think that the 


Omnipotent One would hnve interest 
in or carp for .such n worm of the dust 
as he feels himself to be? How could 
Divine Justice look with any sym- 
pnthv upon the course-of selfishness 
wMoh he recognizes stretches out be- 
hind him In full view of the All-Seeing 
Eye? 


"The fear of the Lord Is thp begin- 


ning of wisdom." Is the Inspired Mes- 
sage. 
Surely many have this begin 


nlng of wisdom come to them at some 
period In their life's experience. 
But 


mirh a fear Is the start to wisdom only 
when It leads th» fearful one to great- 
er carefulness of living nnd to n dp 
ulre for the Henvenly Father's approv- 
al.

Divine provision has been mnde for 
your recovery through the Redeemer. 
As you believe In the Father's Justice 
which condemned you and which just- 
ly holds you at a distance from Him 
ns unworthy of His favor, so now be- 
lieve also in Me.

Daily Dying—Daily Living. 


Those who h'nve acted upon the 


above directions of the Lord's Word 
and who have thus been accepted of 
the Father and begotten of the Holy 
Spirit, are thenceforth New Creatures 
In Christ Jesus. To them "old thing* 
have passed away and all things have 
become new." 
Their souls are not 


troubled, because they have passed 
from death unto life, from Divine dis- 
favor to Divine relationship, aa sons 
of God—and "If children, then heirs, 
heirs of God and joint-heirs with 
Jesus Christ, If BO be that we suffer 
with Him, that we may also be glori- 
fied together" (Romans vlil, 17). Those 
who reach this blessed state are no 
longer heart-troubled.

struggle, a battle, must go on contin- 
ually to the end of the course. 
"Be 


thou faithful unto death and I will 
give thee a crown of life." The faith- 
fulness of the New Creature, the will, 
will be judged by Its loyalty to the 
Divine will and Its strenuous endeavor 
to keep the body under—to be dead 
to the flesh and to the world and to 
be alive to the will of God. Every day 
should make us more filive as New 
Creatures and more dead as old crea- 
tures. 


In this way we are. as the Apostle 


puts it. mortifying or deadening the 
flesh and being quickened or energized 
or made alive In spirit. This is the 
resurrection process for the New Crea- 
ture—the death process for the old 
creature. It is a matter, as the Apos- 
tle explains, of rejoicing in tribulation, 
knowing that the trials and dilhculties 
of the present time, under God's prov- 
idence, are working out for the faith- 
ful a share in that "far more exceed- 
ing and eternal weight of glory" prom- 
ised to the Elect, the Bride of Christ— 
a share in the Kingdom which shortly, 
through the power of the First Resur- 
rection, will be exalted to glory and 
dominion over the earth. This is the 
spiritual Seed of Abraham which, dur- 
ing Messiah's Reign of a thousand 
years, is to bless Israel and, through 
Israel, all the families of the earth 
(Galatians ill. 29). 


We cannot give this message to the 


world, even as Jesus could not do so. 
It is better for the world that their 
hearts should now be troubled to a 
considerable degree. Those who are In 
the most dangerous position, perhaps, 
are the ones who have no troubles In 
the present life nnd. therefore, no In- 
centive to seek the great Burden-Bear- 
er and fellowship with the Father 
through Him. Jesus said of such, VV'oe 
unto you that are rich! for ye have re- 
ceived your consolation. 
Woe unto 


you that are full! for ye shall hunger. 
Woe unto you that laugh now! for ye| 
shall mourn and weep. 
Woo unto you 


when all men shall speak well of you! 
for so did their fathers to the false i 
prophets" (Luke vl. 24-201.

Oliver B Irwm, a nephew of the

found a knife, some money and the 
following note, which, in a way ex- 
plains the deed.
